Ashley and three other members 


of his gang were shot to death by 
a sheriff's posse at the Sebastian 
river bridge In St. Lucle county 
during a thrilling gun battle Sat- 
urday night 


The dead Included Hanford Mob- 


ley, notorious bamt robber and Ash- 
ley's right hand man In recent ex- 
ploits along the southern Florida 
coast; "Bob" Mlddleton. escaped 
convict 
and bank bandit, and 


"shorty" Lynn, fugitive murderer 
and holdup man. 


Sheriff J. R. Meritt of St. Lucie 


county, who headed a posse which 
trailed the bandits since September 
12 after the daring Pompano Flor- 
ida bank robbery told of the gun 


battle today. 


Accompanied by six other offi- 


cers, 
Merritt 
encountered 
the 


quartet of outlaws at the Sebastian 
bridge. The desperadoes, carrying 
rifles and revolvers and with 300 
rounds of ammunition in their auto- 
mobile, were taken by surprise and 
lined up in front of the machine, 
their hands aloft. Before the pris- 
oners could be disarmed, Ashley 
gave a signal and the 
quartet 


reached for their six shooters. 


"We were about ten feet in front 


of the outlaws when they reached 
for their guns. The shooting start- 
ed and when the smoke had cleared 
the four of them were stretched out 
in the road, dead, none of our men 
were wounded," Meritt said. 


Ashley and Mobely figured re- 


cently in a battle with officers a 
their moonshine camp on the fringe 
of the Everglades. Ashley's father 
and a deputy sheriff was killed anc 
several members of the notorious 
band arrested.

grown dogs that did not look so

CHAPTER II. 


Ty's Secret—A Hope He Cherished 


—How Pride Was Hurt— 


What It Cost Him. 
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By H. G. Salsinger. 


Ty Cobb was never a perfect 


player. There has never been a 
perfect one. Cobb is recognized as 
the greatest because he came near- 
er perfection than any of the other 
leaders of baseball. 


Cobb had one outstanding me- 


chanical fault and that was a weak 
throwing arm. This weakness could 
have been avoided. Cobb has only 
himself to blame tor it. Cobb want- 
ed to become a pitcher. As a boy 
lie played on the infield, at short. 
But the ambition of every boy who 
likes baseball is to be a great 
pitcher. That was the secret ambi- 
tion of Cobb. 


Never during his long years in 


baseball has Cobb become fully 
convinced that, had he concen- 
trated upon pitching, he could not 
have become one of the great 
moundsmen of the gam e. He 
brought his ambition with him to 
the majors and he nursed it thru 
all these years. Whenever he could 
enlist the services of a catcher 
Cobb practiced pitching. He would 
work with the catcher for half an 
hour or more, generally more. And 
while he worked Cobb pitched 
twice as many balls as any regular 
pitcher would in the same length of 
time, for Cobb pitched as he play- 
ed, with a nervous speed. 


Cobb's Pride Hurt. 


He managed to develop what 


players describe as a "dink^ hook," 
meaning an amateurish curve ball 
delivery. He never was able to 
pitch a real fast ball and what he 
called his slow ball was ineffective 
because of faulty delivery. 


Players who looked over Cobb's 


pitching were never impressed by 
it and this hurt Cobb's pride. The 
result was that he tried all the 
harder. 
We remember one brilliant spring 


day in San Antonio, Tex. It was in 
the spring of 1909 and the Detroit 
team was training there. Cobb had 
recruited a catcher and was having 
his morning workout, pitching. 


The late Herman Schaefer, then 


a veteran and wise in the way of 
baseball, walked over to Cobb and 
said to him: 
"Listen! Take a piece of-advice 


from me and cut out this monkey 
business. Forget that you are a 
pitcher. You ain't: You can never 
be one. "You've been pitching for 
four years that I know of an' you 
ain't got no more stuff than a high 
school boy. There's a lot of good 
pitchers and there's a couple of 
thousand that's better than you'll 
ever be but there ain't a lot of out- 
fielders with good throwin' arms 
and my advice to you is—quit this 
tryin' to be a pitcher an' save your 
arm for the outfield." 


Didn't Take Advice. 


Cobb did not take the advice. In- 


stead he tried harder to prove that 
Schaefer and the others were 
wrong. He never proved them 
otherwise than right, but while he 
continued pitching Cobb wore out 
his arm. 
It gradually -weakened 


and baserunners, quick to observe 
the -weakness, took advantage of it. 


As a fielder Cobb never com- 


pared with Tris Speaker, Ham> 
Hooper and a number of others in 
his league. His weak arm was his 
greatest handicap, but he had an- 
other fault in fielding and that was 
failure to play position for batters. 


Cobb, during the days when he 


was climbing to the peak and after 
he held the heights, rarely ever 
changed his position in the outfield. 
He stood rooted to nearly the same 
spot In each game, playing a 
"dead" center position. Other out- 
fielders moved" according to the 
batter and the catcher's signal to 
the pitcher. An outfielder's posi- 
tion should depend upon the posi- 
tion of the batter, right or left- 
tianded, and upon the pitcher's de- 
livery. A right-handed batter, for 
instance, •will not hit a high fast 
ball on the outside to the same spot 
that he will hit a low curve ball, 
pitched on the insid». When the 
catcher signals the pitcher the out- 
fielder starts moving -with the 
pitch, having taken up what is 
known as the natural position for 
that batter when he came to the 
plate. 


Relied on His Speed. 


Cobb never did this. He played 


ex-ery batter practically the same 
way 
And there never was any 


serious objection to this for Cobb 
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—•urpriae and delight await. 
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depended upon his mechanical abil-; 
Ity and there was reason for his 
laith in himself. There has never 
beeu a man in tht> history of the 
name who could break away as 
fast as Cobb. If Charlie Paddock 
had been gifted with Cobb's quick 
start, he would have established a 
new world mark for the 100-yard 
dash because Cobb was at the top 
of his stride with his second step. 
He moved at top speed almost at 
the instant he started. 


It was because of this speed and 


developed judgment of fly balls 
that Cobb managed to be a good 
outfielder while playing a "station- 
ary" position. But he would have 
been a better outfielder had he 
moved according to the batter's po- 
sition and the catcher's signals. He 
would have gotten more fly balls 
and stopped more ground-hit balls. 


Still, this style of play would 


have taken from Cobb many spec- 
tacular chances. Cobb, a born 
showman, always tried to do every- 
thing in the most difficult manner 
possible. 
Innumerable times has 


he started late after a ball, or 
paused in his run, timing himself 
shrewdly so that he managed a 
shoestring or diving catch, or a 
stabbing of the ball with his gloved 
hand while leaping high—all on 
chances where easy and natural 
catches were possible. Cobb, skill- 
ed in theatricals, had trained him- 
self to introduce every possible 
thrill into his play and where there 
was no natural opportunity for a 
spectacular piece of fielding, he 
created the opportunity. He was 
baseball's master showman.

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To The Voters of Nebraska 


The undersigned, irrespective of party, call your 
attention to the proposed amendment to the state 
constitution, submitted next Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 4. 


There is widespread misunderstanding as to what 
this amendment really provides. 
Its ostensible 


purpose is 1—to write the direct primary law into 
the state constitution and 2 — to eliminate the 
party circle. Its real purpose and effect is much 
more serious. It forbids the use, upon the elec- 
tion ballot, of any party designation or any iden- 
tification whatsoever opposite the names of can- 
didates. 


This amendment if adopted, will destroy every 
political party in Nebraska. Furthermore, it will 
prevent thej effective organization of any new 
political party in Nebrask 


The amendment deries the voter the right to 
know who, among the candidates are republi- 
cans, or democrats, or prohibitionists, or social- 
ists. It prohibits a candidate from admitting his 
allegiance to a party platform or his responsibil- 
ity to the party which supports his candidacy. It 
puts masks upon the candidates and blinders 
on the voters. 


We do not here oppose the direct primary or 
the elimination of the party circle. Many voters

Probably the most futile thing 
that has been undertaken In this 
country is to divide it into class 
layers.
